DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's request for continued Examination, filed 01/07/2008, has been entered and 
made of record. 

2. Applicant has amended claims 1, 5,9,1 1, and 15.Claims 6,7,10 has been cancelled. 
Claims 1-5, 8-9, 11-15 are currently pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-5, 8-9, 1 1-15 are allowed. 

4. While Kondo et al teaches the motion detecting unit integrates a before frame buffer that 
reads and stores the image data of the beforc-framc and gets the image data of the target frame 
wherein the background buffer stores the remaining image data as a background image and the 
user extracts an object of the target frame that fundamentally detects the boundary portion in the 
target frame and extracts an area surrounded by the boundary portion as the object. (JP H10- 
269369) teaches a user specifies a desired object and inputs the contour of the object in the first 
frame of moving image data, thereby extracting the contour of the object in subsequent 
successive frames and cutting out the desired object. None teaches inputting a first subset of a 
first frame contour and a second subset of a last frame contour wherein the first subset differs 
from the second subset and neither the first subset nor the second subset includes the entire 
contour of the object with respect to the first and last frames. 

The Examiner finds no reason or motivation to combine the above references in an obviousness 
rejection thus placing the application in condition for allowance.
